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Fouke Leaves St. Louis 
Efforts by Mayor Tucker and the Chamber 


of Commerce to change plans of the Fouke 
Fur Company to leave St. Louis have failed 
and the company will end its St. Louis opera- 
tions on January 5. Action came too late in 
the Fouke case to reverse the decision. We 
hope that the City and the business commu- 
nity will act fast and vigorously in the future 
to work constructively with other firms con- 
templating moves. 

An obsolete plant and lower construction 
and labor costs in South Carolina were given 
by Fouke as reasons for its move. For the 
future, it seems to us that the Chamber of 
Commerce and the City Administration should 
be prepared to move in promptly when such 
complaints arise, and see what can be done 
to end the causes of them. If it is important 
to attract new industry to the metropolitan 
area—and this is vital to the community’s fu- 
ture—sufely it is equally important to help 
firms already located here stay here. 


The Watt Dismissal 

County Revenue Director. Hopkins acted 
within his rights and evidently without politi- 
cal motivation in his dismissal of Collector 
Edison J. Watt 

These are the two most important findings 
of the County Civil Service Commission’s in- 
quiry into the Watt dismissal, and they are 
reassuring evidence from a reasonably inde- 
pendent source that the incident was not the 
political hatchet job it appeared to be to some 
supporters of the merit-system principle. Mr. 
Watt had placed first on the civil service 
examination for the post and the Commission 
found him to be qualified for it. On the other 
hand, the Commission also found Mr. Hop- 
kins had the right under its rules to do pre- 
cisely what he did; but it criticized him— 
unnecessarily, we think—for taking an option 
open to him under the rules. 

The county rule, essentially the same as 
that now in effect in St. Louis, requires the 
appointing authority (in this case Mr. Hop- 
kins) to submit a report on probationary 
employes Such as Mr. Watt toward the end 
of their six-month probationary period. It 
ise supposed to indicate whether the appoint- 
ment should be made permanent, should be 
discontinued or the probationary period ex- 
tended. If he does nothing, which is what Mr. 
Hopkins did, the rules say this has the same 
effect as an unsatisfactory report. 

Given the rule, given’ the personality con- 
flict that evidently existed between the 
Messrs. Hopkins and Watt, given Mr. Hop- 
kins’s responsibilities and given the possibili- 
ty that Mr. Hopkins did not want to put an 
“unsatisfactory” mark on Mr. Watt's record, 


there was every reason for the director to 
do nothing and let the rule take its natural 
course. 

Whether the rule should be changed to 
prevent this kind of pocket veto is another 
question. It may be that the appointing au- 
thority should be required to take affirmative 
action to prevent the permanent appointment 
of a probationer with whom he cannot work. 
If the Commission thinks so it can change 
the rule. 


Congress Should Understand 


The new tariff agreement with the mem- 
bers of the European Economic Community 
or Common Market, details of which have 
not yet been announced, obviously is. de- 
signed by the Administration to show Con- 
gress the advantage in authorizing even 
broader powers for bargaining with the EEC, 
The agreement, quietly negotiated at the 
GATT sessions in Geneva, was possible be- 
cause authority under the expiring Recipro- 
cal Trade Act enabled the United States to 
take advantage of a 20 per cent cut offered 
GATT members some time ago by the EEC. 

Even more illuminating may be the near 
break-down of these dealings over the thorny 
problem of agricultural policy. In view of 
American surpluses, our negotiators naturally 
sought a wide-open export market for farm 
produce. Thus, in effect, they sppke for the 
British Commonwealth, Denmdafk and _ all 
other efficient producers. EEC hands were 
tied because member governments still are 
trying to work out a common policy. The 
Europeans could only promise to talk about 
farm products later. A common understand- 
ing is expected by the first of the year be- 
cause, in the absence of one, the French are 
threatening to bring other EEC activities 
to a halt. 

As Congress should understand from expe- 
rience, the Europeans have been having a hard 
time with farm policy. Actually, they have 
been trying to reconcile two strongly estab- 
lished and sharply opposed policies. France 
has been anti-tariff because it is an agricul- 
tural exporter and because its peasants are 
growlingly bitter about their depressed econ- 
omy. Germany, on the other hand, has been 
steadfastly protecting its farmers. 

Germany, however, is ready to make con- 
cessions for the EEC. According to Fconomics 
Minister Erhard, his country is ready to lower 
prices and quotas, and to import more French 
grain. Similar reduction—or elimination—of 
quotas may be even more helpful than tariff 
cuts on many manufactured items. What is 
to be remembered is that while the Adminis- 
tration is currently stressing the need for a 
new tariff policy—and rightly so—many other 
factors are involved in international trade. 

Some of them are quite beyond any kind 
of governmental action. Shrewd businessmen, 
for example, realize that high quality often 
surmounts high tariff barriers. The fewer 
restrictions on international trade, the more 
important such factors as quality and service. 
The varied aspects of trade, however, do not 
diminish the necessity of a new American 
tariff policy. 


Mr. Nixon’s Dilemma 


Gen. Eisenhower's decision not to campaign 
for Richard Nixon in the California Repub- 
lican governorship primary is wise on two 
counts. The former President should not 
and does not want to take sides in a primary. 
Also, although Gen. Eisenhower indicated he 
would campaign for his former Vice Presi- 
dent after the primary (assuming Mr. Nixon 
wins) he will have time to see what sort of 
campaign Mr. Nixon intends to conduct. 

Mr. Nixon has been doing a bit of shifting 
that might bring him out much closer to the 
radical right than Gen. Eisenhower, who has 
criticized right-wing extremists, would like. 
It was only a few weeks ago that Mr. Nixon 
was presenting the picture of a moderate 
politician who believed extreme right-wingers 
were hurting the party and his ambition to 
be Governor of California. He noted he was 
having trouble getting campaign funds be- 
cause too many contributors were committed 
to right-wing causes. 

His emergence as a friend »f Katanga, the 
secessionist Congo province, is interpreted in 
his home state as having been prompted by 
moves to the right on the part of the Young 
Republican organization and the business 
men who were Mr. Nixon’s original sponsors. 
This would be calculated to assure him more 
campaign funds, but it also might make it 
more difficult for him to win the primary 
over former Gov. Goodwin Knight, a strong 
contender. 

Mr. Nixon may thus be caught in the sort 
of ‘dilemma that supports the view that he 
may never be able to retrieve his political 
fortunes. If he cannot win the nomination 
for Governor his political career will be over 
—and Gen. Eisenhower will not have to de- 
cide whether to campaign for him next year. 


From Carlsbad to Finland 


Techniques of armament inspection and 
control are not the main obstacle to disarma- 
ment; the technical side can be worked out 
if the political agreements become possible. 
That proposition has been given new support 
by the remarkable results of an experiment 
in detecting underground nuclear tests. 

After a series of Nevada underground tests 
in 1958, some American scientists developed 
the theory that concealment of such explo- 
sions might be easier than had been expected, 
and that the most elaborate detection appa- 
ratus therefore would be required to guard 
against violation of a test-ban agreement. It 
was theorized that a violator could muffle a 
blast by setting it off in a “big hole” under- 
ground, and nobody would be the wiser. . 

This theory was always questionable, and 
now it has become more so. Earlier this 
month the AEC set off a five-kiloton blast 
1200 feet down in a salt cavern at Carlsbad, 
\.M.—and the repercussions were detected 
as far away as Finland and Japan. Conse- 
quently the “big hole” technique for conceal- 
ing nuclear tests is being “reappraised.” 

One experiment is not, of course, conclu- 
sive, but this one, on top of other evidence, 
suggests that enforcing a ban on nuclear tests 
might not be the fantastically difficult task 
some opponents of disarmament have feared. 
It is relevant to note, also, that when the 
Russians this fall decided to resume testing 
they did not, as had been predicted, do so 
clandestinely — probably because they could 
not. If both small tests underground and 
large tests in the atmosphere can be detected, 
the technical problems of policing a ban are 
soluble.

Vibrations were reported over a pe- 
riod of weeks in New Orleans, Boston, 
Detroit, Chicago, Raleigh and other 
points. Both vibrations and sound, 
caused by the shaking in the earth, 
were reported periodically at Savan- 
nah, Louisville, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Washington and Richmond. 

Based on number, continuation, area 
affected and severity, the succession 
of shocks never has been surpassed 
or equaled. The quake also has gone 
down in geological annals as one of 
the few instances of almost incessant 
shaking for a period of months in a 
region remote from any volcanic ac-

Moneymaker is a geologist for the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. He cites 
several reasons for the slight loss of 
life. The region was thinly settled and 
without large cities with brick or stone 
buildings which might have collapsed 
and crushed inhabitants. 

Dozens of causes have been ad- 
vanced to explain the earthquake, 
among them these: 

The idea that the earth was jiggled 
around between the two prongs of the 
tail of the comet: collapse of over- 
lying unconsolidated materials into 
voids formed by the removal of silts 
and clays by artesian waters; collapse 
into caves in limestones thought to be 
very deep below the surface; setthng 
of sediments deposited by the river;

“I do not buy any of these sugges- 
tions,’’ said Moneymaker. ‘The focus 
of the earthquake must have been 20 
to 30 miles below the surface and the 
ultimate cause was deep-seated. The 
immediate cause was displacement 
along some deep fault, or faults, but 
I do not know what the ultimate cause 
was. 

“I can only say that the accumula- 
tion of stresses finally reached the 
point where they had to be relieved, 
and they were relieved by movement, 
which set up a great disturbance at 
the surface and affected a large area 
not just once but repeatedly.’’
